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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's request for reconsideration of the 
finality of the rejection of the last Office action is not persuasive. Amended claim 1 includes new limitations necessitating the new grounds 
of rejection ("and having a distal end'V'said plurality of coil wires including a most distal coil wire, and a distal end tip formed into a solid 
semi-spherical shape with its spherical surface being a distal end surface of the core wire and fixed to the respective distal ends of the 
core wire and the most distal wire"). Thus, the finality is proper. 706.07(a) [R-3]. In regards to de Toledo, the Examiner considers the coil 
as disclosed to taper gradually reducing in outer diameter towards the end in that the coil begins with a diameter of about 0.035 inch and 
ends with a diameter of less than 0.018 inch. In regards to Arenas, the coil wires (28, 36) are substantially in tandem. The term 
"substantially" is often used in conjunction with another term to describe a particular characteristic of the claimed invention. It is a broad 
term. In re Nehrenberg, 280 F.2d 161, 126 USPQ 383 (CCPA 1960). Applicant asserts that because both coils extend to the tip member, 
that a most distal coil wire does not exist. However, the Examiner disagrees. The whole of coil (36) is positioned closest to the distal end, 
therefore it is the most disal coil wire. 
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
